3. The Chairman announced that the Draft Seventh Annual 
Progress Report of the EIC had been distributed at the beginning of 
the meeting. He indicated that he hoped it would be possible to 
obtain concurrence on the draft by interim action and asked members 
to contact the Secretariat with their comments and concurrence by c.0o.b, 
ll August. He said that if a meeting were necessary to peodnce a 
coordinated report it would be called for 14 August. 


4, The Chairman announced that Sino-Soviet Bloc Economic 
Activities in Underdeveloped Areas: 1 January - 
EIC-R14-S5) is in draft form and is presently being reviewed by the 
full Working Group, The report is running close to schedule and 
it is hoped that a meeting can be held on Tuesday afternoon 12 August, 
to approve the final draft. It is anticipated that the draft will be 
delivered to the appropriate representatives by the close of business 
8 August,

5. Discussion: The Executive Secretary gave a brief account of 
his participation in the 1958 xx He indicated that the 
outcome of this experience pointed up the need for formal consideration 
by the EIC of plans for EIC reconstitution, interagency communication, 
and subsequent action in an emergency situation, Questions were in- 
vited and discussion followed, 


6. Action: The Chairman recommended and the members approved 
the establishment of an EIC Ad Hoc Hoc Working Group on War Planning. 
The EIC charged the Working Group with examining the impact of war
